
2* The Alte Kaser ne on the east side of L^ipzigorstrasse was occupied 
by 800 to 900 artillery troops and a few engineers * /in infantry 
company which arrived in Altenburg aboard the express train from 
Leipzig on 2k January moved into the Alte ICaserne and has been 
quartered there since* Its personnel wore red-bordered crimson 
epaulets* The lights in the installation indicated that it was 
occupied capacity* 


3* The former German ammunition depot on the road to V/indischleuba> 

which is located lg km from the barracks installations in Altenburg, 
was guarded by a patrol of two Soviet soldiers in daytime and by 
two patrols of two Soviet soldiers each at night* The depot contained 
hO low brick buildings, each measuring about 5x0 meters* The four 
observation towers in the depot area were not occupied.
